A. Ic is to the Quality and not to the Quantity of 
the Brains that Philofophers arrribute the Different de- 
grees of Wit in Men, confidering at the fame Time 
the other Caules of it, which aie a good Education, 
and {uch Converlation with the World as may rte- 
fine the Underftanding and qualifie good Senfe. 
Wich Refpect therefore to natural Caules, Philoto- 
phers fay, thar Wir 1s the Effe& of a Head we!l made, 
a Brain well temper’d, and tu!l of a delicate Subftance, 
a Liver hor and Inminous, fixed by Melancholy, and 
{weerened by Blood, The delicate Subftance or Cho- 
ler gives brightnefs and Penetration ; the Me'an- 
choly gives good Senfe and Solidiry ; the Blood A- 
greeablene!s and Delicacy. According to the Nou- 
on of fome Platonick Philofophers thele Humours 
though material, are the Things that compole a great 
Genius, almoft in the Manner as the Vapours of 
the Earth compofe Thunderbol:s and Lighcnings. 
For, fay they, the Spirits of Choler and Blood are 
kindled in the Brain, fo that ahor Exhalation is In- 
flamed .as ic were in a hor and moift Cloud ; and 
the bright fparkling Spirits open in the Head adry 
Lightning, which renders the Soul Wife and [ntelii- 
gent, according to the Doctrine of Her-clitus. Its 
this Flame that clears the Realoo, heats the Imagina- 
tion, renders the Ideas of Things vifible to the Soul, 
and makes it fee all Objects in sts due Place and Pro- 
portion. In thort by the Light of this glorious Flame the 


underftanding canremplates & dilcovers the moft obicure. 


Truths. And itis peshaps this Flaime that generally (hines 
in the Face and Eyes of Sprightly and Ingemious Perions, 
and diftinguifhes them from thofe ftupid Mortals, 
whofe heavy ahd drowfy Eyes are an Indication chat 
their Head has but a dusky and obtcure Flame fitter 
to darken than enlighten the Soul. Thele are the 
Difcourfes or rather the Refverics or Dreams of 
Philofophers upon this mott abftrufe Subject. Bur 
for our Part we cannot be induced io believe that the 
Soul which is certainly in its own Nature immate- 
tial and incorruptible can borrow all irs Light from 
the Body, or that the Beauty of the Spiric is a Per- 
fection diftinct from the Spirititfelf. We fhoud ra- 
ther believe that the Perfection of the Body depends 
upon thar of the Spirit, or at leaft that the Excelience 
of the Spirit is derived from the Noblenefs of the Soul. 
All Souls, indeed its true, are of the fame Spectes; they 
are all the Images of God, and are marked with the 
Brightnefs of bis Countenance. Bur this hinders nox 
but that there may be fome wherein this Brightn fs is 
more con{picuous, and the Tracts of Divine Beauty 
have a deeper Impretfion, from whence they become 
more noble and perfect, more fenfible and Ingenious.
